Olive Cream Sandwiches. — Mince 


one tablespoonful of olives stuffed 
with red pepper, add to a cake of 
cream cheese. 
When well mixed 


epread on buttered bread. 


Mmced Spanish onion added to 


creamed cheese also makes a most 
tasty sandwich filling. 


Stuffed Cabbage.—Take a firm, solid 


head of cabbage, cut out a cavity in 
the top and fill with well-seasoned, 
sausage, cover with a cabbaga leaf 
tied on and boil until tender in a 
kettle of boiling salted water. 


Ham Salad.—Mince a cup of cold 


boiled or fried ham, four hard-cooked 
eggs, a teaspoonful of celery seed, one 
of mustard, one of 
Worcestershire 


sauce, two green peppers. 
Arrange 


In nests of crisp lettuce and eerve 
with boiled dressing. 


Marshmallow Rice Pudding.—Take 


a cup of cold boiled rice, add a pint 
of milk, sugar and two eggs, or one 
will do, place in the oven and bake 
slowly after putting a dozen or more 
marshmallows, 
which 
have 
been 


soaked in milk for a few hours, on the 
t;op. Bake until a light brown. The 
mallows make a very pretty decora- 
tion and also add to the flavor. 


Almond Junket.—Grind a half cup- 


ful of blanched almonds, pound them* 
until fine, and add with flavoring a 
quart of milk which has been thick- 
ened with a junket tablet Pour into 
sherbet cups and serve with sugar 
and cream.

If you don't get It you are a bum, 


AUTUMN GAME AND FISH. 


We have come to regard game now- 


adays as so high priced at all times 


and so out of season 
most of the time that 
we must do without It 
altogether. The locality 
and time of the year has 
much to do with the 
abundance of game, and 
when we can have it oc- 
casionally 
it certainly 


makes a wholesome change. 
Where 


quail and prairie chickens are plenti- 
ful these delicacies are in high favor. 
Quail is best roasted, and usually all 
small birds are best nnstuffed, as 
stuffing takes the flavor from the bird. 


Roast Quail.—Tie a strip of salt 


pork around each bird after stuffing- 
with buttered bread crumbs, browned. 
Put the birds into a roasting pan, 
cover with bits of butter, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper, dust with flour, cover 
the pan after adding a little boiling 
water and cook In a hot oven 15 min- 
utes, basting often. Serve each bird 
with a square of fried hominy. A cel- 
ery salad is good served with quail. 


Broiled Quail.—Split the birds down 


the back and rub all over with butter. 
Lay a broiler over a clear fire and 
cook the bird ten minutes, turning fre- 
quently. 
Serve on squares of fried 


bread and pass currant jelly with 
them. 


All small birds like, snipe, pigeons, 


woodcock are prepared in the same 
way. 
One thing to remember in cook- 


ing all small birds, is to cook them 
quickly so they will not dry out and 
become hard and tasteless. 


When the season for venison arrives, 


as it will shortly, see that It hanga 
long enough to develop a flavor. It la 
a good plan to sponge it inside and 
out with vinegar several times while 
hanging. 


Venison Roast.—Rub a piece of roast 


over well with a lemon, dot with but- 
ter, season with salt 
and" pepper. 


Chop an onion fine, also one carrot, 
and spread this over the meat. Baste 
often and cook three-quarters of an 
hour for four pounds. 
Serve with 


spiced grape Jelly.

Ham Salad.—Mince a cup of cold 
boiled or fried ham, four hard-cooked 
eggs» a teaspoonful of celery seed, one 
of mustard, one of Worcestershire 
sauce, two green peppers.

in nests of crisp lettuco and eerve 
with boiled dressing. 


Marahmaliow Rice Puddlng.~Take 


a cup of cold boiled rice, add a pint 
of milk, sugar and two egga, or one 
will do, place in the oven and bake 
slowly after putting a dozen or more 
marshmallows,

soaked in milk for a few hours, on the

AUTUMN GAME AND FISH, 


We have come to regard game now» 
adays as so high priced at all tlmee 


and so out of season 
most of the time that 
we must do without it 
altogether. The locality 
and time of the year has 
much to do with the 
abundance of game, and 
when we can have it oc­ 
casionally 
it certainly 
makes a wholesome change. 
Where 
quail and prairie chickens are plenti­ 
ful these delicacies are in high favor. 
Quail is best roasted, and usually all 
small birds are best nnstuffed, as 
stuffing takes the flavor from the bird. 


Roaat Quail.—Tie a strip of salt 
pork around each bird after atufflng^ 
with buttered bread crumbs, browned. 
Put the birds into a roasting pan» 
cover with bits of butter, sprlukle with 
salt and pepper, dust with flour, cover 
the pan after adding a little boillnc 
water and cook in a hot oven 15 pin* 
utes, basting often. 
Serve each bird 
with a square of fried hominy, A cel­ 
ery salad Is good served with quail. 


Broiled Quail.—Spilt the blrda down 
the back and rub all over with butter, 
Lay a broiler oyer a clear fire and 
cook the bird ten minutes, turning fre­ 
quently. 
Serve on squares of fried 
bread and pass currant jelly with 
them. 


All small birds like, snipe, pigeons, 
woodcock are prepared lu the same 
way. One thing to remember In cook* 
lug all small birds» is to cook then 
quickly so they will not dry out and 
become hard and tasteless. 


When the season for venison arrives* 
as it will shortly, seo that It haugs 
long enough to develop a flavor» It Is 
a good plan to sponge it inside and 
out with vinegar several times while 
hanging. 


Venison Roast.—Hub a piece of roaat 
over well with a lemon, dot with bet* 
ter, season with salt 
and pepper. 
Chop an onion fine, also one carrot, 
and spread this over the meat. Baste 
often und cook three-quarters of an 
hour for four pounds.

CAPTURED THIEF WITH AUTO. 
Some quick but efficient detective work 


on the part of Chief of Police Euimons, 
of Gettysburg, Friday afternoon, resulted 
in the arrest of G. W. Lewellan, a native 
of the western part of the State, and the 
recovery of a new Ford touring car stolen 
some time ago iu Philadelphia 
Chief 


Emmons his been on the watch for the 
man for a week and when he learned that 
he was in this section scoured the vicini- 
ty he was most likely to visit. The Ford 
car was stolen on the 15th of September. 
On Friday afternoon the officer received 
a "tip" that the man was not far distant 
and obtained the use of Herman Bream's 
car and with him as driver, went out the 
Chambershurg pike. They had not gone 
very far until they noticed the car bear- 
ing the same number as the one stolen, 
coming iu the opposite direction. Bifcaui 
stopped the machine and Eramons got 
out into the middle of the road, beckon- 
ing the man to stop. When Lewellan 
sa«v him ne made no effort to slow up his 
machine and the officer dodged totheside 
of the road ; the driver of tbs Ford ma- 
ciiine even swerved his car towards Em 
mons, it is said, in an effort to disable 
him. No sooner bad Lewellan passed the 
pursuing party than he started out at full 
speed. Drawing his revolver, Emmons 
took three shots at the fleeing car, punc 
turing the right rear tire, striking the 
rear spring and aimed to disable the driv- 
er, missing its mark entirely, The fugi- 
tive got abjut a half mile ahead, but 
Bream soon overtook him with his Cad- 
illac. When he drew alongside the Ford 
Emmons drew his gun on Lewellan forc- 
ing him to stop. The man was taken in- 
to Bream's machine and'Harry Walter, 
drove the Ford car into Gettysburg. 


That Lewellan, has been making a bus- 


iness of stealing cars, was learned by a 
confession made by the prisoner on Sat- 
urday to officer Emmons and two Phila- 
delphia detectives.

It is interesting to note the results 


of careful investigations 
into 
the 


causes of dullness and precocity in 
children. Precocious children are, as 
a rule, heavier, and dull children light- 
er, than the average child of the same 
age. 
Precocious children are taller 


and have larger chests and wider 
heads than backward children. No 
child whose weight is below the nor- 
mal standard for his age should be 
permitted to enter a high school grade 
that the average child of his age at- 
tends, except after such a physical ex- 
amination as shall satisfy the physi- 
cian that the child's strength will be 
equal to the strain. Here the connec- 
tion between physical and mental con- 
ditions is very plain. Physical weak- 
ness often produces an abnormal men- 
tal state. In illness or convalescence, 
or when suffering from hunger and 
fatigue, most of us are more irritable 
than when we have our full strength. 
Selfishness, untruthfulness, ill-temper 
and the like very frequently have a 
pathological basis. This is so charac- 
teristically true that we may in most 
cases consider moral aberrations as 
conclusive evidence of some sudden 
moral discrepancy. Do not run for th» 
rod, 
but for the physician; only be 


careful what you call a "moral discrep- 
ancy."

now that these phenomena depend 
upon the direction of the wind Jn thf 
middle strata of the atmosphere. 


Mushroom Tests. 


The little tovwi of Tarrare, near 
Lyons, France, boasts of a unique Jn 
stitution, a mycological bureau, where 
judgment may be had concerning 
mushroom« brought to it for exarnlna 
tion. 


The country roundabout abound* 
with mushrooms of many varieties 
and, of course, many of these arc 
poisonous, Since the establishment of 
the bureau at Tarrare no one thinks 
of purchasing mushrooms without the 
bureau’s ticket of Identification and 
guarantee. 


All the country people for great dis 
tances bring their mushroom? to thf 
institution for examination.

Proposing an amendment to section twen- 


ty-one ot article three of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by tho Senate 


and House of Repiesentatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met,,That the following amend- 
ment to the Constitution of tho Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania be, and the same 
is hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section twenty-one, article three 


of the Constifution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"No net of the General Assembly shall 


limit the amount to be recovered for In- 
juries resulting In death, or for Injuries 
to persons or property, and in case of 
dc-.-j.tli from such Injuries, the right of ac- 
tion shall survive, and the General As- 
sembly shall prescribe for whose benefit 
such actions Khali be prosecuted. No act 
shall proscribe any limitations of time 
within

against corporations for injuries to per- 
sons or property, or for other causes dif- 
ferent from those fixed by general law's 
regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, arid such acts now existing are 
avoided," so that it shall read as follows: 


The Genern1 Assembly may enact laws 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employees jointly, of rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployees arising in the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases of 
employees, whether or not such injuries 
or diseases result in death, and regard- 
less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing- the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini- 
njum limits thereof, and providing spe- 
cial or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof, but in no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for Injuries to persons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, tho right of action shall survive, 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whoso benefit such actions shall be 
prosecuted 
No act shall prescribe any 


limitations of time within which suits 
may be brought against corporations for 
injuries to persons or property, or for 
other causes, different from those fixed by- 
general laws regulating actions against 
natural persons, and such acts now exist- 
ing are avoided.

The definition limits the expen- 
diture of money only for the year 
ending April 30, 1915. 


The definition was framed at a re- 


cent meeting of the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis and states that the term 
"anti-tuberculosis work" as it relates 
to the expenditure of Red Cross seal 
money shall Include the following ac- 
tivities: 


1. The construction of hospitals or 


sanatoria for the care of the tubercu- 
lous. 


2. The maintenance of the tubercu- 


lous. 


3. The provision of day or night 


camps for the tuberculous; the provi- 
sion and maintenance of dispensaries, 
visiting nurses, open air schools, fresh 
air clases, or preventoria for the care 
or treatment of tuberculous cases or 
for the prevention of the spread of tu- 
berculosis.

It would 
seem, therefore, that tho density of 
tho air at thcso altitudes is by iiq 
means negligible, us, whatever tha 
caus» may be of the presence of kryp­ 
ton there, It could not remain ther# 
unless the air possessed |uu appr* 
Stable density.

framed a definition of anti-tuberculo­ 
sis work showing how the proceeds 
from these holiday stickers are to be 
used. The definition limits the expen* 
dlture of money only for the year 
ending April 20, 1915. 


The definition waa framed at a r* 
cent meeting of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis and states that the term 
"anti-tuberculosis work" as it relates 
to the expenditure of Red Cross seal 
money shall Include the following ac­ 
tivities: 


1. The construction of hospitals or 
sanatoria'for the care of the tubercu­ 
lous. 


2. The maintenance of the tubercu­ 
lous. 


3. The provision of day or night 
camps for the tuberculous; the provi­ 
sion and maintenance of dispensaries, 
visiting nurses, open air schools, fresh 
air clases, or preventoria for the care 
or treatment of tuberculous cases or 
for the prevention of the spread of tu­ 
berculosis. 


4. The maintenance of educational 
or legislative activities which have for 
their object the prevention of infection 
with tuberculosis.

Who really Invented the airbrake? 
Certainly the automatic airbrake, the

There is a lull in the fighting 
along the Meuse river, following our 
repulse of attacks made by the French 
reserves." 


There is no appreciable sign of a 


let-up in the ferocity of the fighting 
in the west of France. 
The Germans

The fatal accident was thoawfril climax 
to a pleasure ride oi five young iwm to 
York, on Saturday evening. The driver 
of the car wss Wilson Jordan, the 10 year 
old son of Mr, and Mrs Jordan, who sus* 
tallied a fracture of the left shoulder and 
right collar bone, a seven-inch wound at 
the base of the skull, and bruises and 
abrasions about the body, The three oth­ 
er men in the machine were Herbert Jor­ 
dan, 18 years old, a brother of Wilson 
Jordan; Ray Garber, 24 years old, and 
Karl Garber, 19 years of age, sons of Mr.

occupied the rear seat, and while thrown 
forcibly from the machine, escaped with 
slight cuts and brnises, though they were 
unconscious when picked up in a field 
near the roadside, 


Schaffer’s head was crushed and his 
neck was broken and he was dead when 
pulled out. On account of the serious con­ 
dition of Wilson .Ionian, he was immedi­ 
ately rushed to the York hospital* 
Evi­ 
dently Wilson Jordan had misjudged the 
width of the bridge or the machine skid­ 
ded. In a twinkling it was broadside to 
the road and, the wheels being torn off by 
the momentum, it overturned, -An in­ 
quest was deemed unnecessary. 


While on the way home, Wilson Jor­ 
dan, put on additional spee<I' until they 
were going about 50 miles an hour. From 
the accounts of thn boys they were taking 
advantage of the smooth surface of the 
York pike to hit a fast clip. This speed 
was probably kept up going through 
Thomasville. A number of people there 
were startled when they saw the machine 
dash wildly through the village, and 
predicted an accident w’hen the machine 
would reach the bridge at the curve just 
beyond. They looked after the car and 
soon witnessed the flashing of lights, fol 
lowed by a crash. The men rushed to the 
pt.ace and aided the injured boys. They 
extricated Schaffer and Wilson Jordan, 
who were pinned Jown by the machine. 


The machine, a Rambler, it is said, was 
taken from the Adams garage by the Jor 
dan boys contrary to the wish of their 
father. ¿The machine was badly damaged. 


Schaffer’s body was removed to his late 
home at Coopersburg, where interment 
was made.

When making soups, sauces, cafc

THE POPULAR QANAPE. 


Canape is a French term meaning 
couch, or bed. In the culinary sense 
It is used as a bed on which to rest 
savory foods. 


The canape is served* as an appe­ 
tizer. To prepare a canape, cut slices 
of bread a quarter of an inch thick, 
then cut with a two-inch cutter into 
rounds or in any shape desired. Saute 
in butter and set aside to cool. 


For caviare canape tho following 
method of preparation is used: Cream 
a quarter of a cup af butter, add salt 
and paprika to taste, and mix with as 
much finely minced water cress as 
will give it a flne flavor. The cress is 
chopped and squeezed dry before add­ 
ing to the butter. 
When ready to 
serve, spread tho toast with the but­ 
ter, then a layer of caviare on top, 
a little lemon juice squeezed over and 
serve, 


Olivo Canapes.—Prepare the toast 
as above and cut into delicate circles; 
place on each a colled anchovy and 
put a stuffed olive In the center of 
each coil.

Cheese Canapes.—Prepare the toast- 
ed circles of bread and sprinkle with 
a thick layer of grated cheese, sea­ 
soned with salt and cayenne.

Ham Canapes.—Prepare tho toast 
and spread with butter; on each cir­ 
cle place a thin slice of ham which 
has been lightly spread with mus­ 
tard. 
Over this spread a layer of 
cold white sauce which has been sea­ 
soned with finely minced onion, a dash 
of cheese and cayenne. Sprinkle but­ 
tered crumbs lightly over the canapes 
and set In a hot oven five minutes.

Charles Pechard, a police official of 
Paris, has Invented an attachment 
that enables one to shoot a revolver 
more accurately In tho dark than in 
broad daylight, tho Now York Inde­ 
pendent stales.

There is no appreciable sign of a 
let-up in the ferocity or the fighting 
in the west of France. The Germans 
continue their desperate attempt tc 
Isolate the northern army of General 
d'Amade, and have forced the French- 
to give way at several points on the 
battle line. 


It is declared by military experts In 
London, however, that this action in 
no way means any general retrogres 
iilon by the French left, Simply at cer 
tain points the advanced line got into 
trouble and was 
withdrawn to the 
base trenches, where under the sup­ 
port of their heavy artillery, the units 
can hold the Germans Jn check. 


That the Germans realize how im­ 
portant to the 
spirit of the entire 
army is tho holding of their present 
lines is shown by the extraordinary 
measures taken to reinforce 
their 
western forces. 
Thousands of men 
have been withdrawn from the center 
and from the left to strengthen their 
right. They are utilizing these fresh 
levies in a series of assaults of the 
most ferocilouH character. The result, 
military experts say, will be to pro­ 
long, but not to change, the inevit* 
able outcome of the battle, already 
marked by the allies as a victory for 
|,belr cause. 


All of the British reinforcements, 
including the Jndian 
and 
colonial 
troops, excepting probably the Cana* 
dians, are reported to be on the bat­ 
tle line. 
There is still considerable 
mystery regarding the disposition of 
the dominion forces. JStvrly Jn the war 
it was reported that thoy would pro* 
ceed direct to the continent. Later a 
rumor was circulated that they would 
be sent to Aldershot to complete their 
training. Wherever they are, the goy* 
eminent Js withholding information 
regarding them.
